Ben Browning is a well 
known citizen of Pendleton 
County who has now moved to 
Bourbon County in his retire¬ 
ment years. When I first moved 
to Pendleton, I joined the 
Falmouth Rotary and Ben was a 
member, and we discovered that 
we tended to see several issues 
similarly. I remember a most 
memorable rotary program 
which Ben presented in the 
basement of the Christian 
Church in Falmouth where we 
were holding our regular meet¬ 
ings at that time. Ben told the 
story of his son leaving home 
“to find his way.” I shall return 
to this story later. 

Ben was the son of Charles 
Augustus (Gus) Browning and 
Florence Gruelle Browning. 
Ben had a brother and a sister, 
both older than he. Gus was 
principal of Butler High School 
for many years and later served 
as principal and superintendent 
of Falmouth City Schools when 
L. H. Lutes passed on. Ben said 
that his father believed in teach¬ 
ing responsibility to children 
and told him and his brother, 
when Ben was about 13, that 
they could eat at his table and 
sleep in his bed but from hence¬ 


forth they were on their own for 
financial support for spending 
money, school money, bicycle 
repairs, etc.. “Get a job,” he 
said, “a paper route or mow 
grass, or something to make 
your own way.” Ben fondly 
recalled the memory! 

I asked Ben for his three 
most memorable achievements 
in his professional career: He 
said that he had worked for the 
First National Bank in Falmouth 
for 30 months as a loan officer 
when he was tapped by the 
Board of Directors of Pendleton 
Federal Savings and Loan as its 
Executive Vice President and 
CEO. In 1972, during the first 
year of his tenure, this institu¬ 
tion grew by over a million dol¬ 
lars. 

Second, he remembered his 
first bank examination with 
Mitch Mitchell and how he 
found several procedures that 
needed correction. When 
Mitchell returned the next year, 
each of them had been correct¬ 
ed. He said that he had a good 
relation with Mr. Mitchell. Early 
on Ben told him that he knew he 
had a job to do, like a milk 
inspector, and that he would 
accept his findings and do his

best to comply. 

Third, Ben said that in 1983, 
that a Mr. Cummins, Head of 
the Supervision of Examiners 
for FSLIC institutions, from 
Cincinnati, visited his Bank, and 
as he was leaving thru the lobby 
remarked, “If all institutions 
were run as this one, we would¬ 
n't have any trouble.” This was 
during the time that Savings and 
Loans institutions were broad¬ 
ening their services and some 
had gotten into difficulty with 
unsound business practices. 

Patty Ammerman, a teller 
exclaimed, “Did you hear that? 
A man of his stature, paying us

such a high compliment?!” Her 
jaw dropped in astonishment. 

Now to Rotary, Ben has a 
fondness for Falmouth Rotary, 
stating that his Father also had 
been a member and was instru¬ 
mental in getting the Club to 
send him as a high school stu¬ 
dent to a meeting at the 
Lafayette Hotel in Lexington as 
a junior Rotarian. This experi¬ 
ence laid the groundwork for 
Ben later becoming a member. 

Ben said that he enjoyed the 
camaraderie in Falmouth Rotary 
and was singularly impressed 
with its international outreach, 
particularly its work to abolish 
polio worldwide. 

Returning to the memorable 
program which Ben presented in 
the basement of the Christian 
Church. I note that Ben said that 
his son, Perry, resisted his guid¬ 
ance when he graduated from 
PCHS, declaring that he wanted 
to go to Arizona and find work. 

“Okay, Perry,” he said, “but 


if you get your chestnuts in the 
fire, do not call me to get them 
out. I will not send you any 
money. You are on your own.” 

Perry left for Sierra Vista on 
a Monday morning in early 
June; two months later he called 
and asked if I would meet him at 
the bus station in Covington. 
Ben said, “Of course, but what 
happened to your car?” “I had 
no money and no job, so I sold 
it.” Perry admitted 

Today, Perry is a crew leader 
with E. C. Mathews Construc¬ 
tion Company in Lexington, and 
it is his job to put the finishing 
touches on major construction 
projects. He is highly esteemed 
by his company as a skilled and 
responsible workman. 

Ben closed by saying, 
“Giving children responsibility 
is often beneficial and reward¬ 
ing, not only to the child, but 
also to the parent!”

2012 Home garden starts now 


You may be delighted to put 
gardening behind you for the 
season, but fall is the time to 
manage and prevent disease in 
next year's garden. Summer 
crops may still be standing, even 
after being killed by heavy 
frosts and cold temperatures. At 
this time, you can take preemp¬ 
tive measures to help ensure a 
successful and bountiful garden 
next season. 

Cleaning things up in the fall 
can help cut back on disease in 
the following harvest season. 
Many pathogens responsible for 
diseases commonly seen in 
home gardens can overwinter or 
survive between crops on equip¬ 
ment and plant residue. Here are 
tips to prevent the spread of dis¬ 
ease and be ready for the next 
growing season: 

Remove old plant debris and 
trash from the garden or green¬ 
house and burn or bury it. Thor¬ 
oughly clean tools and equip¬ 
ment and sanitize with disinfec¬ 
tant. (This is also a good time to 
oil shovels and other blades to 
prevent rust.) 

Turn dead plant matter under 
as soon as you are finished with 
the garden. Several plant 
pathogens can survive in these 
residues during the winter, and 
they can threaten next year's 
crops. Plowing them under now 
allows more time for plant mat¬ 
ter to break down and the 
pathogens to die. 

Rotation is another powerful 
tool that should be implemented 


to prevent disease. Rotation 
slows the buildup of pathogens 
in the vegetable garden, pre¬ 
venting problems in the long 
run. For best results, avoid 
planting the same or closely 
related crop species in the same 
place more than once every 
three years. 

Even though spring is 
months away, start thinking 
about what you'll grow and 
where it will go in the garden. 
Making notes of variety, place¬ 
ment, and yield from the past 
season while it is fresh in your 
mind is especially useful, since 
it is easy to forget the details 
over the long winter months. 

Also, start mulling over the 
varieties you are likely to plant. 
Resistant varieties can signifi¬ 
cantly reduce or eliminate dam¬ 
age from disease and can allow 
a gardener to lower (or possibly 
eliminate) use of fungicide for a 
particular crop. Do keep in mind 
that resistant varieties do not 
eliminate disease.

The National Honey Board, 
honey.com, provides the follow¬ 
ing facts: 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture estimates 95 percent 


of beekeepers are hobbyists, 
with fewer than 25 hives. With 
an additional four percent of 
part-time bee keepers, these two 
groups produce 40 percent of 
the honey in the United States. 

Commercial beekeepers pro¬ 
vide pollination services as 
needed, moving to different 
areas when farmers need hives 
to pollinate their crops. 

The top-five production 
states are North Dakota, Califor¬ 
nia, South Dakota, Florida, and 
Montana. 

Agriculture depends on pol¬ 
lination by insects and bees. The 
National Honey Board cites a 
USDA report that estimates 80 
percent of insect crop pollina¬ 
tion is completed by honey bees. 

Honey bees produce honey 
and beeswax, and pollinate agri¬ 
cultural and natural landscapes.

Importance of mealtime at home 


The approaching holiday 
season reinforces a truth about 
eating: Dining at home with 
family and friends is rewarding, 
fun, and enjoyable. In the com¬ 
ing year, consider making, 
cooking, and dining at home a 
priority in your family. It con¬ 
trols food costs and helps with 
weight management, and it 
brings a family together. 

Research shows that having 
regular mealtime can improve 
the health of children, help with 
their social and emotional 
development, and help them do 
better in school. In the midst of 
a hurried world, the investment 
in family mealtime is well worth 
the time and effort. 

Healthy habits, including con¬ 
trolling portion size, eating only 
one portion, and choosing and 
cooking healthy options help 
adults and children control 
weight and it increases con¬ 
sumption of nutrients necessary 
for good health.

History is alive for students at Southern Elementary

He 
talked with the students about 
the struggles his character faced 
and about his experiences on the 
battlefield. The students really 
seemed to enjoy having history 
come alive for them. 



Children should be reading for pleasure 


Have you ever been so 
engrossed in a book you skipped 
watching a favorite TV show, did¬ 
n’t hear the phone ring, or stayed 
up too late at night? Now that’s a 
good book, and as anyone who 
loves to read will tell you, that’s 
the best part of reading! Books are 
the way most teachers instruct 
their classes. But there’s also a rea¬ 
son for young people to read for 
fun. 

The Commission on Reading 
contends that reading for fun 
teaches young people how to 
become strategic, skilled readers. 
They learn the difference between 
reading for a test and reading for 
pleasure. They leam when to read 
carefully or skim, ask questions, or 
consult a dictionary. Reading for 
pleasure is asset 25 of Search Insti¬ 


tute’s 40 developmental assets, the 
qualities, experiences, and rela¬ 
tionships that help young people 
grow up healthy, caring, and 
responsible. 

Research shows that young 
people who read for pleasure at 
least three hours a week (that’s 
only 26 minutes a day) exhibit 
more positive than negative val¬ 
ues. Only 22 percent of young 
people, ages 11-18, read for pleas¬ 
ure three or more hours a week, 
according to Search Institute sur¬ 
veys. But reading-whether it’s for 
a grade or not-can open up a new 
world, transport you to faraway 
lands, bygone eras, or lives only 
dreamt of. Reading is important. It 
uses facts, figures, and emotions to 
both teach and inspire. Inspire 
young people to read for pleasure, 


and they will have a far richer life. 

Make it easy for your child and 
other young people you know to 
read for pleasure at your house. 
Provide a variety of reading mate¬ 
rials such as novels, magazines, 
newspapers, and comic books. 
Also, set an example with your 
own behavior. Don’t just read in 
bed when everyone else is asleep. 
Let the young people around you 
see you reading. Discuss issues 
with them that come up or other 
ideas you’ve learned from books. 
Finally, limit TV and computer 
time. 

In your home and family: Set 
aside a family reading time once a 
week. With younger children, read 
aloud together. With older chil¬ 
dren, read different books while 
hanging out together, or read the 
same book and then discuss it. 

In your neighborhood and 
community: Volunteer to read 
books aloud to children in your 
community center, school, faith 
community, child-care center, or 
library. 

In your school or youth pro¬ 
gram: Set up a book club to read 
popular fiction, nonfiction, or clas¬ 
sics. Get together outside of class 
or during the regular program time 
to informally discuss the books 
you read.

PCHS Ladycats kick off 38 th District Championship 


The first two years of Coach 
Scott Collins’ tenure as Lady- 
cats’ Varsity Coach can only be 
described as a rousing success. 

There have been three 38 th 
District Championships in the 
35-year history of the Ladycat 
basketball program. He added a 
fourth in his first year, 2009-10. 

There have only been three 
Ladycat teams that won a game 
in the tenth Region tournament 
and advanced to the semifinals. 
He made it a fourth team in his 
second year, 2010-11, with a 
team that came one victory from 
being only the second team in 
school history to win 20 games 
in a season. 

What to do in his third year?

Beyond Wolfe and Jolley, the 
rest of the team played minutes 
here and there, last year and will 
see their first significant action 
this year. Sharpshooters senior 
Kristen Smith, junior Bradi 
Boden, and freshmen McKay la 
Manor will keep defenses hon¬ 
est, while sophomore Taylor 
McClanahan is a versatile play¬ 
er who can drive to the basket or 
pop the jumper. Freshmen 
Isabella Hall will give the team 
additional ball handling and the 
ability to drive to the basket. 

The Ladycats have taken two 
hits early in the season. Senior 
Kristen Smith had surgery 
between gold and basketball 
season and will not be ready for 


the opening game vs. Bracken 
County. Coach Collins hopes to 
have her back by Christmas 
break. Tori Fitzpatrick who was 
penciled in as the main post sub 
off the bench has a fracture in 
her back and has been advised 
to take a year off and let her 
back heal. That would allow her 
to be at full strengh for her sen¬ 
ior year of soccer and basket¬ 
ball. 

With a small rotation of 
players and lack of experience, 
Coach Collins sees some grow¬ 
ing pains for the Cats early in 
the season. “Our new players 
are going to have a learning 
curve and it will take a while for 
them to start feeling comfort¬ 
able with the things we will be 
asking them to do.” 

In the two scrimmages, a 
victory over Berea and a loss to 
Campbell County. Manor and 
Wolfe hit multiple three’s in 
both games. Boden is a proven 
three-pointer shooter and Taylor 
hit an early three against Camp¬ 
bell County. Kristen led the JV 
in three-pointers made last sea¬ 
son and her return will be a 
boost. With 

the depth of shooters Coach 
Collins has at his disposal, the 
Ladycat team record of ten 
made threes vs. St. Patrick in 
2009 is in serious danger. 

Against Berea, seven Lady¬ 
cats dented the scoring column 
with all seven falling between 
five and eleven points. More of 
the same versus Campbell 
County, as six Ladycats ended 
up between four and nine points. 
A balanced-attack that will give 
opposing coaches fits as they 
cannot gear their defense 
against one or two players. 

Freshmen Bailey Wanstrath 
who is the fastest player on the 
team and possible the whole 
region and Catlyne Nuckels 
who is another shooter may see 
some varsity action throughout 
the year and could develop into 
key reserves. 

That 38 th District Champi¬ 


onship will be wide open 
according to Coach Collins. 
Harrison County won it last year 
but lost some key players to 
graduation, their head coach 
who moved onto Mason County 
and will not have the home 
court advantage as the district 
moves to Nicholas County’s 
new gym. But they do return 
one of the top players in the 
region in Center Jordan Doram. 
Nicholas County also has a new 
head coach which will mean fre¬ 
quent scouting trips for Coach 
Collins and his coaching staff 
Marsha Caldwell, Lindsey Bray, 
and Keith Smith. 

As far as the region, the 
Ladycats start the season off this 
Friday in the Bracken County 
Tip-Off Classic in Brooksville 
against Bracken County. The 
Lady Polar Bears have the best 
player in the tenth Region in 
Sara Sticklen and are one of the 
top four teams in the region. A 
definite challenge for the Lady¬ 
cats opening game. Defending 
tenth Region champs Mont¬ 
gomery County is the favorite 
with Clark County and Camp¬ 
bell County ready to push them 
for the title. One question mark 
is Bourbon County. Several 
players who had successful 
years at Paris last year have 
transferred and will be playing 
for Bourbon County this year. It 
could vault them to top five sta¬ 
tus if old and new mesh togeth¬ 
er.

This scholarship is set up to 
benefit a Pendleton County stu¬ 
dent who demonstrates a com¬ 
mitment to conserving the wild 
turkey and preserving the hunt¬ 
ing tradition. The scholarship 
program is part of the NWTF's 
Five-Star program, making 
$500,000 available each year to 
graduating seniors throughout 
the United States. Recipients 
may pursue any type of degree 
they wish. 

Applicants for the scholar¬ 
ship are judged on their scholas¬ 
tic achievements, leadership 
abilities, and community 
involvement. The winners of the 
local chapter scholarship are 
then eligible for consideration 
of the state award of $1,000 and 
finally, state winners are eligible 
for the NWTF's national schol¬ 
arship of $10,000. 


“Supporting our youth's edu¬ 
cation through this scholarship 
program is just one way the 
NWTF can ensure we have the 
dedicated conservationists need¬ 
ed for the future,” said NWTF 
CEO Rob Keck. 

Since the program began in 
1999, the NWTF and its chap¬ 
ters have awarded nearly $2.3 
million to college bound stu¬ 
dents through the program. 

All completed applications 
must be postmarked or hand 
delivered on or before January 
1, 2012, to qualify.
